United States were pending. All these points
geem fo be clenr'y established. There oan
be no doubt thut Buez '8 n oruel aud unprio-
cipled soonndrel; that the Dowinicans, either
throngh their own iubherent efforts or by the
aid of the Haytiens, would have deposed hiw
during the last yeur, if Awerican war vesuyals
bhad not propped up his shadowy aathority;
aod  thut  the  sdmiupistration  1-sned
orders and renderad assistance to Baez
of such & charscter that it is amenable to
oaustic criticism. It is probable that some
of th:se acts m y be, in part, xplained by
the d- endera of th - Presidentia’ polioy; and
it is on'y fair th.t their responses should he
duly copnsidered befure final judgmeut is
pssed on this purt of the controversy; but
as miiters stand now, there are apparently
good grounds for the belief that Awmerican
fleets have been mmintaining a usarper in

office for the purpose of en-
abling him to eell to us  his
poountry. The nlleged violations of {n-

ternational law counected with snch a trans.
potion, upon which Benstor Bumner lays
great stress, are of even less importanocs thau
their proballe bearing npon the practical value
of Dominica. We buenght Florida from the
Bpaniards, but the long fight with the Semi.-
poles cost the nation more money than the
territory was ever w rith; aud i’ the Domini-
oans, in consequence of a belief that Bawz
bas betreyed thew, or f‘rom sany other
cans’, resist the enforcemant of
our authority, they may prove as worthless
and as troublesome as the Seminoles. That
they do not luck the power, sven when nuder
cbicken-thief leaders /ike Cabral, to waye
bostilities in an effective manner, is proved
by their recent successful resistance to Bpain;
and it is not pleasaut to contemplate the
prospect that we would be compelled to wage
a war like that continued for years in Florida,
or like the waurs waged by Spain aguinst the
QCuban insurgents and against the Domini-
cens, If our first step after annexation must
be the massnore of an insurgent population
capable of prolonging a struggle indefinitely
by & retreat iuto interior mountains or
swimps, we may well shrink from
# polioy that wounld entail such repulsive, dis-
tasteful, and oruel duties, The fortheoming
report of the commiasioners seut to Dominioa
may throw additiousl light upou the senti.
ments of the masses of that country; bat it
will be herdly safe to place implicit reliance
upon their opinions. With the results of the
experiment made by Napoleon and Maximilian
in Mexico, and a foreknowledge of the defeat
of the effort to re-estublish Bpanish suthority
over Dowinica, which was appareutly cow.
menced with the unanimcus consent of the
people interested, we wmay well panse, in
view of the complications desoribed in Bum-
rer's speech, before we acsept the blavk ele-
phant tendered by Baez.

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS.

Tur anti-Penn Bqnareites having held their
indigostion meeting withont apparently con-
vincing anyhody but themselves—i. ¢. the
property-bolders abont Washington and Tode-
pendence Bquares—of the iniguity of the so-
called “intersection job;" having set off their
fireworks without exciting any enthosinsm
exoept among a smoall crowd of small boys;
baving jnstigated n corruption investigation
which has eome to nothing, for the reason
that no witnesses can be found to substanti-
ate the aconsations so boldly put ferth in the
unti-Penn Sqnare organ; and having now, it
wond seem exhansted both argunmest and
vitnperation, it is to be hoped that the com-
wissioners will, uninfluenced by factions
clamor, pext, present, or prospeotive, go to
wortk and erect the public buildings where
the people have said that they shall be
erected, without further delay. The Legisla-
ture took the one proper course to
settle definitely nnd forever the controversy
with regard to the site for the new publia
buildings by sabmitting the subject to the
vole of the citizens of Philadelphin, Every
man, womun, and child in Philadelphia knows
bow the election resulted, and the choice of
Peun Bquare by an overwhelming majority
ongbt to have put a stop to all further agita-
tion. The attempt of the property-holders
whose incomes would probably be affected by
the removal of the public offices from their
present location te nullify the decision of the
oitizens of Philadelphia is one of the most
shameless and impudent violations of the
fondamental principle of republicanism that
bas ever occurred in this or any other ¢om-
wunily. The motivea of those who have
opposed tho plans of the ocommission
have been 80 utterly transparent
tbat their arguments have been de-
prived of any foice they would have
hed under other circumstan yen, and the whole
effect of the post-election controversy has
been to confirm those who voted for Penn
Sqnare in the opinion that they made a
proper decision last October: We do not
blame the Washington Bquare property-hold-
ers for wishing to hold fast to their present
good things, but i! certainly camnot be ex-
pected that the entire city of Philade!phia
must be inconvenienced in order to oblige a
small coterie of individua's who are engaged
in the lucrative business of letling ont lawyers’
uffices at exorbitant rates. This would be
corrying the princip'e of accommodation en-
tirely too far, and while the desolate owuers
of buildings in the neighborhood of Fifth and
Sixth and Ohesnut aud Walnut etreets have
our sincere sympnthies in their misfortane,
we must deprecate the manner in which they
bave endeavored to obstrnot & great pubiic
enterprise in order that their private interests
might ba benefited.

The present seasonable weather should be
taken advantage of by the Building Com-
wissioners to commence the work of digging
the cellar and laying the foundations, in order
that it may be well advanced before next win-
ter. If the work is delayed until the com-
missioners cease to be critivized, it will never

commence at all; and it should be remem-
bored thet anll the clamor which has been

raised sinoe the election has heen with a
view of preventing the public buildings from
being removed from their present location.
The comwissioners will not be doing their duty
if they allow thewmselves any longer to be im-
peded in the important work which they
bave in hand by the Chinese thunder of the
anti-Penn Squareites; and if we are ever to
bave public buildings suitable to the dignity

of the city, and which will afford decent
accommodations for our gourts and munieipal
offices they should be commenced at once
and finished as rapidly as possible,

THE INOCOME YAX RETURNS,
WE published yesterday a remarkable editorial
article from the New York 7'7ibune concern-
ing the chunges in the law regulating the
asressment and collection of the income tax,
and the fact that the Commissioner of In.
ternal Revenue, in preparing the blasks for
the returns, bad overlooked these changes,
General Pleasanton, whose manly efforts to
secure the repeal of the tax have not been
lost sight of by the people, has promptly recti-
fied the mistake made at the outset. His de-
cision modifying the original form of return
will be fonnd on another page, and every per-
son who bas not yet made his return shonld
read it before submitling apswers to the im.
pertinent questions embraced in the blanks
recently distributed by the assistant ussessors,
The Commissioner fully meets the point made
in reference to the details of income, by
authorizing a form of return which simply
requires a statement of the net income liable
to taxstion. In reference, however, to the
cases of those whose gross incomes did not
exceed $2000 during 1870, the Commissioner
fails to give all the relief that was demanded,
A portion of the sffidavit has been stricken
out, but every person whose income did not
exceed $2000 ia still reqnired to mike an affi.
dauvit to the effect that he *'was not possessed
of an income valued in the United States
legal-tender ourrency liable to be assessed
according to the provisious of the act of July
14, 1870." As was shown by the Tribune
article, there is no asthority of law for the
exaction of any return whuatever insuch cases,
Whether or not it is desirable for the people
todefy the Cowmwissioner by neglocting to
wake the reture, is a matter for iudividual
decision. Many will doubtless prefer to bunt
up the assistant assessor to avoid all possi-
bility of trouble, while others will be

prompted to rely npon their rights as citizens
and refuse complisnce with an unwarraoted
decision of the Commissioner.

MrKenn B-rhn.--. Paymnaster [, M, N.

McKean Buebanap, a distinguished United
Biates paval officer, died recently at (harles-
town, Mass, 1o held the office of paymaster,
and was one of the oldest of that rank In the
service, being In hie seventy-third year. He
was a native of Baltimore, a son of Dr. George
Buchenan, and gravdson of Thomas McKean,
one of the slgnere of the Declaration of Inde-
pendence, and afterwards a Governor of this
Commonwealth. Mr, Buchanan was commis-
sloned as purser in the pavy by President Adams
In 1826, Bince that time he has seen thirly-two
oavd a balf years of active serviee, one-half of
which time was epent at sea. Ile made four
eruises to the Pacific and one voyage aronnd the
world in the gloop Vincennes, which trip was
the firet of the kind made by any American man-
of-war. In 1861 he was on board the frigate
Congress when it engaged with and was dis-
abled by the Rebel iron-clad Merrimac In
Hampton Roads. 1n that deadly naval battle he
commanded tbhe berth-deck division of his ves-
#el. This was bis final service afloat. By the
law of Dueember, 1801, he was placed on the re-
tired list by renson of his age, but on account
ol his great abllities he was kept in active sor-
vice until within a short time of his death.

Johe Tuppan.

John Tappan, a distioguished and venerable
merchant of Boston, better known as President
and Tressurer of the American Tract Soclety,
which office he held for forty years, died on
Saturday last, at his residence near that city. At
the time of bis death he was nearly ninety years
of age. His native place was Northampton, but
he went to Boston about the year 1799, and has
since remaiped there. After a short but very
successful business carcer, he retired upon a
compete lﬁ’ as early as 1825, He has since held
eeveral offices of business honor and trust in the
city. He waa at one time a religlous follower of
Dr. Channing, but afterwards returned to the
orthodox faith., He held the most respousible
office of the Trac: Boclety, and was always in-
terested In forelgn missiovs, holding the posi-
tion of member of the Prudential Committee of
the Amorican Board. To this cause, as well as
to many others, he was always a liberal con-
tributo . He alzo held offices in other religions
avd benevolent Institutions, and was a promi-
neut and early advocate of the temperance

movement.
